by the late ‘Legislature: 
Section 1213-A. That any person 
who shall make, drwa, utter or 
deliver any check, draft or oth- 
er order for the payment of 
money upon any bank, or other 
depositor, and shall thereby ob- 
tain thereon money, goods or 
credit‘on any account which he 
then owes not having at the ime 
of such making, drawing, utter- 
ing or delivery suffizient funds in 
such bank or other deposiory, for 
the payment of such check, draft 
or ordr in full upon its presenta- 
tion, or 

Who, after having made, 
drawn, uttered or delivered such 
check, draft cr order for the 
payment of money without leav- 
ing with such bank or other de- 
pository a sufficient sum to cov- 
er such check, draft or other or- 
der for the payment of money 
shall, if the amount of said| 
check, draft or order be ten dol- 
lars, or less, be guilty of a mis-|

These bonds are payable over a period of 29 years, and to 
meet the payments and interest as they come due, and as the law 
requires, it is necessary to set apart in a Sinking Fund $50,273 
each year.
